o f raised letters. 
Iu a sho rt time she was 
able to read these bo o ks and to write lo iters to 
her parents in New Hampshire. 
H er pro ­ 
gress in kno wledge was marvelo us, and fo r 
years her nam e has been kno wn to every 
friend o f the unfo rtunate. 
Charles Dickens 
devo ted a chapter to her in his “ American 
N o tes.” 
Tw o years ago the semi-centennial 
o f her admissio n to the asylum, where she 
had alw ays lived, was celebrated, and Julia 
W ard Ho we read to her an affectio nate ad­ 
dress.

and 
furnishes 
unm istakable 
evidence

The plo t was laid befo re 
the 20th o f M arch, when the ho use was hired 
by strangers fo r this very purpo se. 
Eno ugh 
furniture was carried in to give a pretense o f 
o ccupancy. 
W heu the seco nd m o nth’s rent, 
to be paid in advance, was due,the lessee was 
pro m ptly o n hand and again disappeared. In 
o rder to lure the do cto r iuto the trap, he 
was induced to go to the ho use o f an iceman 
named O’Sullivan, a few feet in the rear, and 
enter into a yearly co nlract to attend his 
wo rkm en w hen they go t hurt. 
W hen the 
assassins were ready fo r their wo rk the do cto r 
was called fo r and hurriedly driven to the 
ho use. 
On the night o f the tragedy a citizen 
saw a man alight fro m a co vered buggy, run 
up the steps and enter the' ho use. 
Lo ud 
vo ices were heard immediately afterw ards, 
and then all was quiet. 
The man who en­ 
tered the ho use wuis Cro nin; his m urder was 
no t acco mplished witho ut a hard struggle, 
fo r great stains o f blo o d are o n the parlo r 
flo o r, and sm aller o nes in the kitchen, o n the 
thresho ld, the steps and the sidcwaln. 
This 
was no Am erican m urder. 
The plo t had its 
inceptio n in m inds trained In the criminal 
m ysteries o f the o ld wo rld. The repo rt which 
Cro nin had prepared fo r the Clan na-Gael 
co uncil, and which is suppo sed to have pro 
vo ked the m urder, im plicates Alexander Sul 
livan, the m an who several years ago sho t 
do w n a scho o l superintendent in co ld blo o d 
Itccausc he had caused the dismissal o f S ulli­ 
van’s wife fro m a po sitio n.

C h ic a g o , Jfty 25.— William Mertes, a 
mflkihftn who lives in the neighbo rho o d o f 
Ihe Carlso n Co ttage in w hich it is suppo sed 
Dr. Cro nin was m urdered, tells a sto ry which 
adds to the evidence leading to that co nclu­ 
sio n. 
Oo the night o f the m urder between 


8 ;60 and 9 o ’clo ck—abo ut the ho ur at which 
it is suppo sed, the Do cto r arrived there iu the 
Fuggy with the man who came fo r him — 
Mertes left his ho use to visit the gro cery at 
the co rner o f Ashland-ftVettueand Otto street, 
which is o nly ft sho rt blo ck so uth o f the C arl­ 
so n Co ttage. 
He walked east o n Addiso n- 
uVenue to Ashland and then turned so uth o n 
^hc east sidewalk. 
As he neared the Carlso n 
Co ttage a buggy co ntaining two men ro lled 
up to the edge o f the ditch. 
Dire o f the men, 
who m Mertes deserllted n» a Dili Htul appar­ 
ently athletic man, kpi'ang fro m the buggy 
and rntl up the fro nt stairs o f the co ttage, the 
do o r o f which was thro wn o pen befo re he 
kno cked fo r admi9sio u. 
Scarcely had the 
do o r clo sed agaiu whet) tire « o nml o f lo ud 
and angry vo ice» w ithin the co ttage startled 
the milk-dealer. 
He lo o ked searchingly at 
llle man in the bu“gy, hut the stranger’s face 
was shro uaed by the brim o f a so ft hat, and 
Mertes was unable to tell whether he was 
sto ut o r slcuder, o r fair o r dark. 
The fello w 
whipped his ho rse into a gallo p, dro ve to 
Addiso n-avenue 
and then turned in the 
directio n o f the Lake. 
Mertes Says there was 
a dim light in the fro nt rntith, aiid that the 
man who w rnl up the steps—presumably Dr. 
jCfo tiin—wo re a lo ng bro wn o verco at. 
Mrs. 
Co nklin, 
the wo man at who se ho use Dr. 
Cro nin lived, says the Do cto r wo re a lo ng 
bro wn o verco at o n the night o f the murder. 
A mo rning paper publishes n sto ry which 
implicates a member o f the Chicago po lice 
fo rce in the taking o ff o f Cro nin. 
The o il! 
cer in questio n is Detective Daniel Co ughlin. 
The paper says that o n the mo rning o f the 
day o n w hich Cro nin disappeared Co ughlin 
engaged, at a livery stable, no t far fro m 
where Cro nin lived, a ho rse and buggy, 
which he said a frieml o f his wo uld call fo r 
that CYfihmg; that the man did call and was 
given a white ho rse, sim ilar to the o ne at­ 
tached to the buggy in which C ro nin was 
deco yed away; that the time o f go iDg and 
the descriptio n o f the man co rrespo nd m i­ 
nutely bo th with the time when the man came 
fo r Cro nin and with the appearance o f the 
man himself; that Co ughlin subsequently 
cautio ned the livery stable keeper to say 
no thing abo ut the m atter. 
Fo rce is added to 
these revelatio ns by the fact Co ughlin was a 
m ember o f o ne o r mo re so cieties o f which 
Cro niu was a member, and that they were 
enemies. 
The m atter was finally bro ught to 
the attentio n o f Chief o f Po lice Hubbard, 
who seems inclined to take a serio us view o f 
the m atter and pro mises to pro be it to the 
bo tto m. 
Investigatio n into the hiring o f the white 
ho rse by Detective Co ughlin Only adds to the 
evidence o f the stupidity, if no thing wo rse, 
with which the case has been handled by 
so me o f the po lice o fficials.

The aw akening o f Mr. Bushee pro b­ 
ably saved $500 wo rth o f diam o nds th at were in the 
sam e dressing-case.

can annuls, but fits the criminal literature of 
medieval times. 
The plot was laid before 
the 20th of Murcli, when the house was hired 
by strangers for this very purpose. 
Enough 
furniture was carried in to give a pretense of 
occupancy. 
When the second month’s rent, 
to be paid in advance, was due, the lessee was 
promptly on hand and again disappeared. In 
order to lure the doctor into the trap, he 
was induced to go to the house of an iceman 
named O’Sullivan, a few feet in the rear, and 
enter into a yearly contract to attend his 
workmen when they got hurt. 
When the 
assassins were ready for their work the doctor 
was called for and hurriedly driven to the 
house. 
On the night of the tragedy a citizen 
saw a man alight from a covered buggy, run 
up the steps and enter the' house. 
Loud 
voices were heard immediately afterwards, 
and then all was quiet. 
The man who en­ 
tered the house was Cronin; his murder was 
not accomplished without a hard struggle, 
for great staius of blood are on the parlor 
door, aud smaller ones in the kitchen, on the 
threshold, the steps and the sidewalk. 
This 
was no American murder. 
The plot had Its 
Inception in minds trained In the criminal 
mysteries of Ihe old world. Tile report which 
Cronin had prepared for the Clan na Gael 
council, and which is supposed to have pro 
voiced the murder, implicates Alexander Bul 
Ii van, the man who several years ago shot 
d iwn a school superintendent in cold blood 
because be had caused the dismissal of Sulli­ 
van’s wife from a position.

child Miss Bridgman had an attack of scarlet 
fever, which destroyed her souses of sight, 
hearing, taste and smell. 
At the age of eight 
she was taken to the Massachusetts school for 
the blind. 
Here she was educated by the use 
of raised letters. 
Iu a short time she was 
able to read these books and to write letters to 
her parents in New Hampshire. 
Her pro­ 
gress in knowledge was marvelous, and for 
years her name has been known to every 
friend of the unfortunate. 
Charles Dickens 
devoted a chapter to her in his “ American 
Notes.” 
Two years ago the semi-centennial 
of her admission to the asylum, where she 
had always lived, was celebrated, and Julia 
Ward Howe read to her an affectionate ad­ 
dress. 


Tire mystery of the Cronin murder is be- 
g brought to light. 
The house in which 
the crime was committed lias been discovered 
and 
furnishes 
unmistakable 
evidence 
of the dark and bloody deed. 
The details 
show a plot that has no counterpart in Ameri­ 
can annals, but fits the criminal literature of 
medieval times. 
The plot was laid before 
the 20th of March, when the house was hired 
by strangers for this very purpose. 
Enough 
furniture was carried in to give a pretense of 
occupancy. 
When the second month’s rent, 
to be paid in advance, was due,the lessee was 
promptly on hand and again disappeared. In 
order to lure the doctor into the trap, he 
was induced to go to the house of an iceman 
named O’Sullivan, a few feet in the rear, and 
enter into a yearly conlract to attend liis 
workmen when they got hurt. 
When the 
assassins were ready for their work the doctor 
was called for and hurriedly driven to the 
house. 
On the night of the tragedy a citizen 
saw a man alight from a covered buggy, run 
up the steps and enter the' bouse. 
Loud 
voices were heard immediately afterwards, 
and then all was quiet. 
The man who en 
tercd the house was Cronin; bis murder was 
not accomplished without a hard struggle 
for great stains of blood are on the parlor 
floor, and smaller ones in the kitchen, on the 
threshold, the steps and the sidewalk. 
This 
was no American murder. 
The plot had its 
inception in minds trained In the criminal 
mysteries of the old world. The report which 
Cronin had prepared for the Clan na-Gael 
council, and which is supposed to have pro 
voked the murder, implicates Alexauder Bui 
livan, the man who several years ago shot 
diw n a school superintendent in cold blood 
lM?cau3c be had caused the dismissal of Sulli 
van’s wife from a position. 


M ilk m a n T e lls o f 
C arliion C o ttag e. 
By Telegraph to The RiVemeti. 
CniCAoo, Afcy 2$.— William Mcrtes, a 
milkiliftn who lives in the neighborhood of 
the Carlson Cottage in which it is supposed 
Dr. Cronin was murdered, tells a story which 
adds to the evidence leading to that conclu­ 
sion. 
On the night of the murder between 
8;B0 and 9 o’clock—about the hour at which 
it is supposed, the Doctor arrived there in the 
'■’-‘ggy with the man who came for him— 
Mertes left his house to visit the grocery at 
the corner of Ashland-avc-nue and Otto-street, 
which is only a short block south of thb Cari- 
son Cottage. 
He walked east on Addison- 
aVcnue to Ashland and then turned south on 
'he east sidewalk. 
As he neared the Carlson 
Cottage a buggy containing two men rolled 
up to the edge of the ditch. 
One of Hie men> 
whom Mertes described n« a tnff fitul appar 
enlly athletic man, "sprang from the buggy 
and fab Up the front stairs of the cottage, the 
door of which was thrown open, before he 
knocked for adnrissiou. 
Scarcely had the 
door closed again wheli tho sWmvi of loud 
and angry voice» within the cottage startled 
tho mflk-dealer. 
He looked searchingly at 
Ihii man in the btregy, but the stranger’s face 
was shrouded by the brim of a soft hat, and 
Mertes was unable to tell whether lie was 
stout or slouder, or fair or dark. 
The fellow 
whipped his horse ¡Dto a gallop, drove to 
Addison-avenue 
and then turned in the 
direction of the Lake. 
Mertes says there was 
dim light in the front r*ibtfi, and that the 
man .who wcnl up the steps—presumably Dr. 
.CVoliin—wore a long brown overcoat. 
Mrs. 
iouklin, 
the woman at whose house Dr. 
Cronin lived, says the Doctor wore a long 
brown overcoat on the night of the murder. 
A morning paper publishes n story which 
implicates a member of the Chicago police 
force in the taking off of Cronin. 
The offi­ 
cer in question is Detective Daniel Coughlin, 
.’he paper says that on the morning of the 
day on which Cronin disappeared Coughlin 
engaged, at a livery stable, not far from 
where Cronin lived, a horse and buggy, 
which he said a friend of his would call for 
that CVihing; that the man did call and was 
given a white horse, similar to the one at­ 
tached to tho buggy in which Cronin was 
decoyed away; that the time of going nnd 
the description of the man correspond mi­ 
nutely both with the time when the man came 
for Cronin and with the appearance of the 
man himself; that Cougbliu subsequently 
cautioned the livery stable keeper to say 
nothing about the matter. 
Force is added to 
these revelations by the fact Coughlin was a 
member of odc or more societies of which 
Cronin was a member, and that they were 
enemies. 
The matter was finally brought to 
the attention of Chief of Police Hubbard, 
who seems inclined to take a serious view of 
the matter and promises to probe it to the 
bottom. 
Investigation into the hiring of the white 
horse by Detective Coughlin Only adds to the 
evidence of the stupidity, if nothing worse, 
with which the case has been bandied by 
some of the police officials.

THE 
C O N G RE SSIO N A L 
A P P O R T IO N M E N T . 


Under the coming apportionment for members of 
Congress, the ratio of which is generally con­ 
ceded as lik-elv to be 200,000, Massachusetts is 
likely to lose but one member of Congress, under 
which state of affairs she will be as well off.at least, 
as the more important Eastern states. New York 
is ex pected to lose four of her 34 members, Penn­ 
sy lvania three out of 28 , and Ohio three out of 21. 
This is the first time that Ohio ha« sustained a loss 
under an apportionment, and it brings vividly to the 
mind the fact that she has ceased to lie a Western 
state. There will be a general loss on the jiart of 
the states east of the Mississippi, though Illinois and 
Indiana will probably escape, and most of the 
smaller states also, where a reduction would amount 
to from 33 to ¡50 per cent .—Bo sto n Hera ld . 
As the apportionment is to tie matle by 
Congress, the Representatives are likely to 
look out for themselves in taking care of the 
question. 
Great states like New "iork,Penn­ 
sy lvania, Ohio,Massachusetts, and others bor­ 
dering on the Atlantic, are not likely to sur­ 
render many seats in Congress. 
In spite of 
Western gains these states still have a ma­ 
jority in both houses, and will thus be able 
to dictate the plan of apportionment. 
They 
are likely to do as they did in 18 8 2, which 
was to sufficiently enlarge the House to keep 
their own numbers intact. 
The membership 
was raised from 28 4 to 325, an increase of 41, 
and this arrangement gave New York, Penn­ 
sy lvania, 
Ohio, 
Massachusetts, Virginia. 
West Virginia, North Carolina, Georgia and 
Mississippi one additional member, while 
South Carolina gained two. The only statesof 
the East that lo« t a member each were Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont. 
The bulk of 
the increase went West of course, but in this 
instance the East was powerful enough to 
lake care of itself. 
T l* population of the United States in 
18 9 0 is estimated at 64,000,000, including the 
four new states that are to lie admitted this 
y ear. 
Counting the five members from those 
states, the number in Congress is 330. Should 
the membership lie retained at its present 
number, tlic ratio would lie 19 4,000. and this 
would require of New York a population of 
nearly 6,600,000 to keep its present number 
good. 
It is more likely that the ratio will be 
raised 
to 
about 
175,000. 
This 
would 
give a house of 
about 
366 
members 
and 
require 
of 
New 
York 
a 
population of less than 6,000,000 to retain its 
present number. 
Nearly all the Legislative 
bodies of the chief countries of Europe are 
larger in numbers than ours is likely to be­ 
come, even when 
all the territories are 
changed into states and thickly populated. 
Thus the English House of Lords, corres­ 
ponding to our Senate, contains about 500 
members, and the Commons, corresponding 
to our House, about 660. 
The German 
Reichstag has 38 2 members, and the Italian 
House 
of 
Deputies 
508 . 
If 
in states 
whose 
authority 
is 
largely 
monopo­ 
lized 
in 
a 
monarchical 
sy stem 
such 
representation is necessary , it certainly can­ 
not be objectionable in a republic, which by 
every change of constitution is brought nearer 
to the people. 
The Congressman who represents a district 
of 175,(WO people is likely to find enough to 
do. 
The tendency of a republican form of 
government is towards an enlargement rather 
than a diminution of representation. 
The 
people wish to have their affairs attended to 
in Congress, and are willing to pay for the 
service. 


FACTS, FACTS, FACTS. 


So long as no reason appeared other than a 
wish to substitute Republicans for Democrats 
in the postal service, the numerous ehangis 
made in the personnel of that service since 
the inauguration of Harrison gave the Dem­ 
ocrats an opportunity to sneer at Republican 
professions in favor of civil service reform. 
But some practical facts presented by the In­ 
dianapolis Jo u rn a l 
furnish adequate reasons 
for the changes that have been made. Thus, 
out of eleven Division Superintendents of 
the railway mail service when the present ad­ 
ministration came in, only two were found 
competent and efficient, and the subordinates 
were almost 
equally incompetent. 
This 
charge is sustained by the discovery that in 
the Chicago office six hundred bags and 
pouches were found unworked, which had 
been in the office from three to seven day s. 
Now not an unworked package lies in that 
office over night. 
Another fact of like tenor 
is that when the present administration came 
in, more than half the mail that left New 
York for Boston at 9 a . m. was not distrib­ 
uted before it reached the latter city at 8 :30 
p. m., and could not be delivered till the 
nex t morning. 
Now it is all distributed 
before it reaches Boston, and is ready for the 
carrier’s delivery at 4:15 p. m., on the day of 
leaving New York, a gain to the public of 
six teen hours. 
Other lines report an equal 
improvement. 
Still another fact is the dim­ 
inution of carelessness in handling the mail. 
In 18 8 2 the report of errors in handling was 
an average of one error to every 3,751 pieces; 
in 18 8 5, before the Democratic administra­ 
tion came in, the proportion of errors had 
fallen to one in every 5,48 5 pieces. 
Demo­ 
cratic demoralization brought up the record 
of blunders in 18 8 8 to one in every 3,643 
pieces. 
This shows a decrease in the ef­ 
ficiency of the service from 18 8 5 to 18 8 8 of 
3 4 per cent, whereas from 18 8 2 to 18 8 5 it had 
increased 46 per cent. 
If Democratic business men like this state 
of facts, then let them continue to rail at 
Democratic decapitations in the postal service 
as violations of the spirit of civil service re 
form. 
If they believe, however, that reaj 
reform consists in getting the best service 
possible, regardless of the personal conven­ 
ience and satisfaction of incompetent men, 
then they must endorse the administration’s 
action. 


A QUESTION OF FEDERAL AUTHORITY. 


The Providence Jo u rn a l 
informs the peo­ 
ple of Arkansas that their state is suffering 
in its material interests on account of the nu­ 
merous politicai assassinations that have re­ 
cently occurred there, and advises them that 
they must apply the remedy themselves, since 
o utside interference is not to be ex pected and 
wo uld not be proper. 
In regard to the Clay ­ 
ton murder it gives the opinion that “ not 
much o f any thing can be done about it. Cer­ 
tainly nothing can be done outside the state, 
unless it be by shaming the Arkansas people 
into effo rts at self-correction. 
Th ere is n o 
o cca sio n o r rea so n fo r th e g o vern men t to in ter­ 
fere 
The Jo u rn a l 
is Mugwumpian in its princi­ 
ples and Demo cratic in its efforts. 
This, 
perhaps, lias led it into the av o wal o f the 
mo st ex treme do ctrine o f state rights. 
It 
wo uld be a strange go v ernment indeed if the 


federal power at Washington had no consti­ 
tutional right to protect itself. 
Clay ton was 
a member of Congress. 
He was therefore a 
member of the federal government. 
His 
murder has made a vacancy in his rightful 
place, snd left his assassins free to fill it with 
a man of their own choice, for certainly no 
Republican is anx ious to enter the lists as a 
candidate, even if a new election is ordered. 
Three such murders would overthrow the ma­ 
jority and revolutionize Congress. 
And y et 
we are told bv one of the most intelligent 
newspapers of the North that the people of 
Arkansas and of other states at the Soutli can 
go on killing Republican Congressmen elect 
until they get ashamed of themselves, and 
there is no authority in the federal govern­ 
ment to check or punish them. 
The facts are against the Jo u rn a l's 
theory . 
The ballot-box thieves at Plummersville. 
where Clay ton was murdered, have been in­ 
dicted by a United States grand jury and will 
soon be brought to trial before a federal 
Judge, who has behind him the whole power 
of the United States to enforce the decisions 
of his court. 
The trial of these scoundrels 
will probably lay bare all the facts in rela­ 
tion to the Clay ton murder, and bring the 
criminals to justice. 
The federal court has interfered in this 
case because the stolen ballot-box es con­ 
tained votes that had been east for a member 
of Congress. 
But it is not worth while to 
forget that the federal government is the 
supreme authority 
every where and over 
every state. 
It is conservative and careful 
about 
lay ing 
its 
hands 
upon 
a 
state, but too many such acts as have recent­ 
ly occurred in Arkansas might cause it to be 
declared in a state of revolution. 
When the 
rebellion broke out President Buchanan de­ 
clared that he could find no authority in the 
constitution for the coercion of a sovereign 
state. But after Mr. Lincoln was inaugurated 
the authority was found, and the suppression 
of the rebellion established bey ond contro­ 
versy the very right which the Jo u rn a l 
seeks 
to discount. 
The government has the right 
to interfere in this Arkansas matter, and cir­ 
cumstances can alone determine whether 
there is occasion or reason for interference.

THE 
CONGRESSIONAL 
APPORTIONMENT. 


Under the cornin* apportionm ent for me trie rs of 
Congree*. tho ratio of which i» (To no rally con- 
ceded aa likely to bt* ai'.iW), M assachusetts Is 
likely to lose but one inemlier of Congress, under 
which state of affairs she will be as well off,ct least, 
aa the more impi a la n t Eastern state*. 
New York 
la expected to lose four of her Al mem bers, Penn­ 
sylvania three out of 28, and Ohio three out of 21. 
T W la the first tune th at Ohio ha* sustained a loss 
under an apportionm ent, and it brines vividly to tho 
mind the fact that she has ceased to Is* a W estern 
state. There wdl lie a general loss on the ta r t of 
the state* east of the Mississippi, though Illinois and 
Indiana will probably escape, and most of the 
sm aller states also, where a reduction would am ount 
to from St to 50 per c e n t.- Hatton Hrralti. 


As lite apportionment is to Ik* made by 
Congress, the Representatives are likely to 
look out for themselves in taking care of the 
question. 
Great stales like New York,Penn­ 
sylvania, Ohio, Massachusetts, and others bor. 
dering on the Atlantic, lire not likely to sur­ 
render many seats in Congress. 
In spite of 
Western gains these states still have a ma­ 
jority in both houses, ami will thus tie able 
to dictate the plan of apportionment. 
They 
an* likely to do as they did in 1882, which 
was to sufficiently enlarge the House to keep 
their own nu milers intact. 
The membership 
was raided from 284 to 325, an increase of 41, 
and this arrangement gave New York, Penn­ 
sylvania, 
Ohio, 
Massachusetts, 
Virginia, 
West Virginia. North Carolina, Georgia and 
Mississippi one additional member, while 
South Carolina gained two. The only statesof 
the East that lost a member each were Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont. 
The bulk of 
the increase went West of course, but in this 
instance the East was powerful enough to 
lake care of itself. 
TI* population of the United States in 
1890 is estimated at 94.000,000, including the 
four new states that are to lie admitted this 
year. 
Counting the five members from those 
states, the numU r in Congress is 330. Should 
the membership lie retained at its present 
numlier, the ratio would lie 194,000. and this 
would require of New York a population of 
nearly 6.600,000 to keep its present numlier 
good. 
It is more likely that the ratio will be 
raised 
to 
about 
175,000. 
This 
would 
give 
a 
house of 
uliout 360 
members 
and 
require 
of 
New 
York 
a 
population of less than 6,000,000 to retain its 
present number. 
Nearly all the legislative 
bodies of the chief countries of Europe are 
larger in numbers than ours is likely to bo- 
coine, even when 
all tie* territories are 
changed into states and thickly populated. 
Thus the English House of Lords, corres­ 
ponding to our Senate, contains about 500 
raemliers, and the Commons, corresponding 
to our House, about 660. 
The German 
Reichstag has 3><2 members, and the Italian 
House 
of 
Deputies 
509. If in 
states 
whose authority 
is 
largely 
monopo­ 
lized 
in 
a 
monarchical 
system 
such 
representation is necessary, it certainly can­ 
not bn objectionable in a republic, w hich by 
every change of constitution is brought nearer 
to the people. 
The Congressman who represents a district 
of 175,(KIO jK*ople is likely to find enough to 
do. 
The tendency of a republican form of 
government is towards an enlargement rather 
than a diminution of representation. 
The 
people w ish to have their affairs attended to 
in Congress, ami are willing to pay for the 
service. 


FACTS, FACTS, FACTS. 


So long as no reason appeared other than a 
with to substitute Republicans for Democrat* 
in the postal service, the numerous chang) s 
made in the personnel of that service since 
the inauguration of Harrison gave the Dem­ 
ocrat* an opportunity to sneer at Republican 
professions in favor of civil service reform. 
Rut some practical facts presented by the In- 
diana{>oli* Journal furnish adequate reasons 
for the changes that have been made. Thus, 
out of eleven Division Superintendents of 
the railway mail service when the present ad­ 
ministration came in, only two were found 
competent and efficient, and the subordinates 
were 
almost 
equally incompetent. 
This 
charge is sustained by the discovery that in 
the Chicago office si* hundred bags and 
pouches were found unworked, which had 
liven in the office from three to seven days 
Now not no unworked package lies in that 
office over night. 
Another fact of like tenor 
is that when the present administration came 
in, more than half the mail that left New 
York for Boston at 9 a . m . was not distrib 
uted before it reached the latter city at 8:30 
r. ii., and could not be delivered till the 
next morning. 
Now it is all distributed 
before it reaches Boston, and is ready for the 
carrier’s delivery at 4:15 p. rn., on the day of 
leaving New York, a gain to the public of 
sixteen hours. 
Other lines report an equal 
improvement. 
Still another fact is the dim­ 
inution of carelessness in handling the mail. 
In 1882 the report of errors in handling was 
an average of one error to every 3,751 pieces; 
in 1885, before the Democratic administra 
tion came in, the proportion of errors had 
fallen to one in every 5,485 pieces. 
Demo 
cratic demoralization brought up the record 
of blunders in 1888 to one in every 3,643 
pieces. 
This shows a decrease in the ef­ 
ficiency of I he service from 1885 lo 1888 of 
84 per cent, whereas from 1882 to 1885 it had 
increased 46 per cent. 
If Democratic business men like this state 
of facts, then let them continue to rail st 
Democratic decapitations iu the postal service 
as violations of the spirit of civil service re 
form. 
If they believe, however, that rcaj 
reform consists in getting the best service 
possible, regardless of the personal conven­ 
ience and satisfaction of incompetent men, 
then they must endorse the administration's 
action. 


A QUESTION OF FEDERAL AUTHORITY. 


The Providence Journal informs the peo­ 
ple of Arkansas that their state is suffering 
in its material interests on account of the nu­ 
merous political assassinations that have re 
centiy occurred there, and advises them that 
they must apply the remedy themselves, since 
outside interference is not to be expected and 
would not be proper. 
In regard to the Clay­ 
ton murder it gives the opinion that " not 
much of anything can be done about it. Cer­ 
tainly nothing cao be done outside the state, 
unless it be by shaming the Arkansas people 
into efforts at self-correct ion. 
There it no 
occasion or reason fo r the. government to inter­ 
fere.” 
The Journal is Mugwumpian in its princi­ 
ples tad Democratic in its efforts. 
This, 
perhaps, has led it into the avowal of the 
p oet extreme doctrine of state rights. 
It 
woald be a strange government indeed if the 


federal power at Washington had no consti­ 
tutional right to protect itself. 
Clayton was 
a member of Congress. 
He was therefore a 
member of the federal government. 
His 
murder bas made a vacancy in bis rightful 
place, end left his assassins free to fill it with 
a man of their own choice, for certainly no 
Republican is anxious to enter the lists as a 
candidate, even if a new election is ordered. 
Three such murders would overthrow the ma­ 
jority and revolutionize Congress. 
And yet 
we arc told bv one of the most Intelligent 
newspapers of the North that the people of 
Arkansas and of other states at the South can 
go on killing Republican Congressmen elect 
until they get ashamed of themselves, and 
there is no authority in the federal govern­ 
ment to check or punish them. 
The facts are against the Journalt theory. 
The ballot liox thieves at Plummersville. 
where Clayton was murdered, have U*en in­ 
dicted by a United States grand jury and w ill 
soon be brought to trial liefore a federal 
Judge, who has behind bim the whole power 
of the United States to enforce the decisions 
of bis court. 
The trial of these scoundrels 
will probably lay bare all the facts in rela­ 
tion to the Clayton murder, and bring the 
criminals to justice. 
Tile federal court has interfered in this 
case because the stolen ballot boxes con­ 
tained votes that bad liecn cast for a memt>er 
of Congress. 
Rut it is not worth while to 
forget that the federal government is the 
supreme 
authority 
everywhere and over 
every state. 
It is conservative an I careful 
about 
laying 
its 
bands 
upon 
a 
•tate, but too many such acts as have recent­ 
ly occurred in Arkansas might cause it lo Ik* 
declared in a state of revolution. 
When the 
rebellion broke out President Buchanan de­ 
clared that he could find uo authority in the 
constitution for the coercion of a sovereign 
state. But after Mr. Lincoln was inaugurated 
the authority was found, and the suppression 
of the rebellion established beyond contro­ 
versy the very right w hich the Journal seek* 
to discount. 
The government lias the right 
to interfere in this Arkansas matter, and cir­ 
cumstances can alone determine whether 
there is occasion or reason for interference.

THE CONGRESSIONAL APPORTIONMENT. 
Under the coming apportionment for members of 
Congress. the ratio of which is (generally con­ 
ceded as likely to be 300,000, Massachusetts is 
likely to lose but one member of Congress, under 
which state of affairs she will be as well off,at least, 
as the more important Eastern states. New York 
is expected to lose four of her 34 members, Penn­ 
sylvania three out of 28, and Ohio three out of 21. 
« lis is the first time that Ohio has sustained a loss 
under an apportionment, and it brings vividly to the 
mind the fact that she has ceased to be a Western 
state. There will be a general loss on the part of 
the states east of the Mississippi, though Illinois and 
Indiana will probably escape, and most of the 
smaller states also, where a reduction would amount 
to from 33 to 50 per cent.—Boston Iierald. 
As the apportionment is to be made by 
Congress, the Representatives are likely to 
look out for themselves in taking care of the 
question. Great states like New York,Penn­ 
sylvania, Ohio,Massachusetts, and others bor­ 
dering on the Atlantic, are not likely to sur­ 
render many scats in Congress. In spite of 
Western gains these states still have a ma­ 
jority in both houses, anil will thus be able 
to dictate the plan of apportionment. They 
an' likely to do as they did in 1882, which 
was to sufficiently enlarge the House to keep 
their own numbers intact. The membership 
was raised from 284 to 325, an increase of 41, 
and this arrangement gave New York, Penn­ 
sylvania, Ohio, Massachusetts, Yirgiuia, 
West Virginia, North Carolina, Georgia and 
Mississippi one additional member, while 
South Carolina gained two. The only states of 
the East that lost a member each were Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont. The bulk of 
the increase went West of course, but in this 
Instance the East was powerful enough to 
take care of itself. 
Tl* population of the United States in 
1890 is estimated at 04,000,000, including the 
four new states that are to be admitted thi 
year. Counting the five members from those 
states, the number in Congress is 330. Should 
the membership be retained at its present 
number, the ratio would be 194,000, and this 
would require of New York a population of 
nearly 6,600,000 to keep its present number 
good. It is more likely that the ratio will be 
raised to about 175,000. 
This would 
give a house of about 366 members 
and 
tequire 
of 
New 
York 
population of less than 6,000,000 to retain its 
present number. Nearly all the Legislative 
bodies of the chief countries of Europe are 
larger in numbers than ours is likely to be­ 
come, even when all the territories are 
changed into states and thickly populated. 
Thus the English House of Lords, corres­ 
ponding to our Senate, contains about 500 
members, and the Commons, corresponding 
to our House, about 660. 
The German 
Reichstag has 382 members, and the Italian 
House 
of Deputies 508. If in states 
whose 
authority 
is 
largely monopo­ 
lized in 
a monarchical system such 
representation is necessary, it certainly can­ 
not be objectionable in a republic, which by 
every change of constitution is brought nearer 
to the people. 
The Congressman who represents a district 
of 175,000 people is likely to find enough to 
do. The tendency of a republican form of 
government is towards an enlargement rather 
than a diminution of representation. The 
people wish to have their affairs attended to 
in Congress, and are willing to pay for the 
service. 


federal power at Washington had no consti­ 
tutional right to protect itself. Clayton was 
a member of Congress. He was therefore a 
member of the federal government. 
Ilis 
murder has made a vacancy in his rightful 
place, and left his assassins free to fill it w ith 
a man of their own choice, for certainly no 
Republican is anxious to enter the lists as a 
candidate, even if a new election is ordered. 
Three such murders would overthrow the ma­ 
jority and revolutionize Congress. And yet 
we arc told hv one of the most intelligent 
newspapers of the North that the people of 
Arkansas and of other states at the South can 
go on killing Republican Congressmen-elect 
until they get ashamed of themselves, and 
there is no authority in the federal govern­ 
ment to check or punish them. 
The facts are against the Journal's theory. 
The ballot-box thieves at Plummersvillc. 
where Clayton was murdered, have been in­ 
dicted by a United States grand jury and will 
soon be brought to trial before a federal 
Judge, who has behind him the whole power 
of the United States to enforce the decisions 
of his court. The trial of these scoundrels 
will probably lay bare all the facts in rela­ 
tion to the Clayton murder, and bring the 
criminals to justice. 
The federal court has interfered in this 
case because the stolen ballot-boxes con­ 
tained votes that had been cast for a meml>er 
of Congress. But it is not worth while to 
forget that the federal government is the 
supreme authority everywhere and over 
every state. It is conservative and careful 
about 
laying 
its 
hands 
upon 
a 
state, but too many such acts as have recent­ 
ly occurred in Arkansas might cause it to be 
declared in a state of revolution. When the 
rebellion broke out President Buchanan de 
clared that he could find no authority in the 
constitution for the coercion of a sovereign 
state. But after Mr. Lincoln was inaugurated 
the authority was found, and the suppression 
of the rebellion established beyond contro­ 
versy the very right w hich the Journal seeks 
to discount. The government has the right 
to interfere in this Arkansas matter, and cir­ 
cumstances can alone determine whether 
there is occasion or reason for interference.

FACTS, FACTS, FACTS. 
So long as no reason appeared other than a 
wish to substitute Republicans for Democrats 
in the postal service, the numerous chango 
made in the personnel of that service since 
the inauguration of Harrison gave the Dem­ 
ocrats an opportunity to sneer at Republican 
professions in favor of civil service reform. 
But some practical facts presented by the In­ 
dianapolis Journal furnish adequate reasons 
for the changes that have been made. Thus, 
out of eleven Division Superintendents of 
the railway mail service when the present ad­ 
ministration eame in, only two were found 
competent and efficient, and the subordinates 
were almost equally incompetent. 
This 
charge is sustained by the discovery that in 
the Chicago office six hundred bags and 
pouches were found unworked, which had 
been in the office from three to seven days. 
Now Dot an unworked package lies in that 
office over night. Another fact of like tenor 
is that when the present administration came 
in, more than half the mail that left New 
York for Boston at 9 a. m. was not distrib­ 
uted before it reached the latter city at 8:30 
P. M., and could not be delivered till the 
next morning. Now it is all distributed 
before it reaches Boston, and is ready for the 
carrier’s delivery at 4:15 p. m., on the day of 
leaving New York, a gain to the public of 
sixteen hours. Other lines report an equal 
improvement. Still another fact is the dim 
inution of carelessness in handling the mail 
In 1882 the report of errors in handling was 
an average of one error to every 3,751 pieces 
in 1885, before the Democratic administra 
tion came in, the proportion of errors had 
fallen to one in every 5,485 pieces. Demo 
cratic demoralization brought up the record 
of blunders in 1888 to one in every 3,643 
pieces. This shows a decrease in the ef­ 
ficiency of the service from 1885 to 1888 of 
84 per ceDt, whereas from 1882 to 1885 it had 
increased 46 per cent. 
If Democratic business men like this state 
of facts, then let them continue to rail at 
Democratic decapitations in the postal service 
as violations of the spirit of civil service re 
form. If they believe, however, that real 
reform consists in getting the best service 
possible, regardless of the personal conven­ 
ience and satisfaction of incompetent men, 
then they must endorse the administration’s 
action. 


A QUESTION OF FEDERAL AUTHORITY. 
The Providence Journal informs the peo­ 
ple of Arkansas that their state is suffering 
in its material interests on accouut of the nu­ 
merous political assassinations that have re­ 
cently occurred there, and advises them that 
they must apply the remedy themselves, since 
outside interference is not to be expected and 
would not be proper. In regard to the Clay­ 
ton murder it gives the opinion that '* not 
much of anything can be done about it. Cer­ 
tainly nothing can be done outside I be state, 
unless it be by shaming the Arkansas people 
into efforts at seli-correction. There is no 
occasion or reason for the. government to inter­ 
fere.” 
The Journal is Mugwumpian in its princi­ 
ples and Democratic in its efforts. This, 
perhaps, has led it into the avowal of the 
most extreme doctrine of state rights. It 
would be a strange government indeed if the

OUT IN SOUTHERN DAKOTA. 


POINTS

WEATHER EYE TOWARD THE WEST. 


J ourneys from nismHH'k to Sioux Fa lls a nd 
The .Sta ple Crops One Ca n See G rowing— 


La rgo Fa rm s Not a B lessin g—D iversified 
L a ndsca pe—Industries, Etc. 


A num ber r.f rofrcsKSondents in Ulster 
County hnvc Mftrlfe inquiries lately about Da­ 
kota, 
Augustus N. Eddy, of Lake Preston, 
K ingsbury County, South-Dnkota, writes to 
T he F reeman as follows : 
“ In an old settled country like the East, 
where there are old farmers, and where there 
are farm ers’ sons, who are casting a weather 
eye toward the West, news from a section 
like that of Sauth-Dakotn, where the en­ 
grossing industry of the people is fafntirtg, 
canuot fail to possess some interest. 
I have 
traveled all over the T erritory of Dakota 
from Bismarck, Jam estown and Devil’s Lake 
on the notth to Mitchell, Yankton and Sioux 
Falls on the south. 
In the ex trem e north of 
the T erritory the great staple is wheat, as you 
know, and it is there that the big fatm& of 
Dallyrum ple and’ others Arc Ideated. 
These 
big farm s are not A blessing. 
There is no so­ 
cial life. 
Home m arkets and large cities, as 
eYcry Eastern farmer knows, are what make 
prosperity and good price« for land and 
products from the farnH. 
About equally dis­ 
tant from this point arc W atertown, Huron, 
Mitchell and Sioux Falls. 
These are comiDg 
cities, growing faster in population than 
towns of like size in the East. 
They are pro­ 
vided with electric lights, water systems, tel­ 
ephones, and iu some cases street cars, etc. 
These muke local iuarkets for this farm ing 
section, and local markets mean the raising 
at a profit of all kinds of ‘small truck’—some­ 
thing else besides w heat.” 
“ In this County the crops are wheat-, 
oofD, 
oats, flat, rye, potatoes, onions-, behts, etc. 
T he size of the potatoes and becta I will not 
attem pt to give, leavittg that to be reported 
by those whose good fortune may direct them 
hitherw ard. 
The quality of wheat produced 
here is not ex celled in the country anywhere, 
and is eagerly bought by millers, bringing at 
the elevator here last fail $1.10 a bushel.” 
“ There are in this County four lakes, cov­ 
ering about 24 square fillies of territory. 
They diversify aud beautify the landscape, 
and as they are surrounded by farm s one 
may know what fine farms they are with a 
water front for cattle.” 
“ The horse and cattle interests here are 
large. 
There are owned in this town alone 
some half-dozen or more of fine Clyde, ¡Shire 
and French Norman horses; aud the grade 
of hoises is rapidly improving all the time. 
An Eastern man would be surprised to see 
how many fine, large teams will make their 
appearance on the streets driven by farmers. 
All this means wealth and prosperity, for 
the m arket for tine, big draft , horses is al­ 
ways a good one, aud they bring bash and 
find ready buyers in all Our large towrns and 
cities.” 
“ This County is one of a tier of coun­ 
ties 
west 
of the Minnesota 
State 
line, 
and is south of the latitude of St. Paul, 
Minn. 
Much attention is being paid to the 
raising of corn and it is a sure and profitable 
crop. 
Therefore the cattle and horse inter­ 
ests are bound to prosper. 
In the meadow 
lands are fouud mo->t ex cellent hay, much of 
which is baled and shipped East. 
Sheep do 
well, and near here is owned a flock that has 
takeu premiums at fairs in Illinois, M inne­ 
sota and lovva.” 
“ There being no land grauts 
in this 
County, the country is owned by farm ers who 
own from one-quarter to three quarters of a 
section each. W here people took originally a 
tree claim, homestead and pre-emption, one 
or the other can lie bought at a moderate cost. 
In other part9 of the Territory when a rail­ 
road owns any other section of land for five 
miles on each side of a railroad track the 
farm ers are hard up for neighbors, for the 
railroad makes no effort to sell, being well 
enough satisfied with the prospective increase 
ia the value of their lands.” 
“ Here iu Lake Preston there are six grain 
warehouses, stores, schools, hotels, churches, 
banks, etc.. and in the rural districts will be 
found public schools, closer together and 
more of them than in many of the older 
States.” 
“ Any of you people who are looking to­ 
ward the West—as all Eastern people are in­ 
clined to do— will find here a country smooth 
and rolling, a diversified landscape of land 
and water, a climate unequalled for health 
and sunshine, and if they come out here will 
find a warm welcome by hospitable people 
who came from the East. 
The Farm ers’ 
Bank of South Dakota, located here, which 
is a sort of bureau of inform ation, or any of 
our people will be very glad to furnish infor­ 
m ation regarding crops, people, transporta­ 
tion, lauds, etc.”

A number rd correspondents In Ulster 
County have Dilute inquiries lately nbout Da 
koto. 
Augustus N. Eddy, of Lake Preston. 
Kingsbury County, South Dakota, writes to 
Tira F rkumaji as follows ; 
“ In an old settled country like the East, 
where there Are old farmers, and where there 
are farm ers’ sons, who arc easting a weather 
eye toward the West, news from a section 
like that of South Dakota, where the en­ 
grossing industry of the people is farming, 
cnnuot fail to possess some Interest. 
I have 
traveled all over the Territory of Dakota 
from Bismarck, Jamestown and Devil’s Lake 
on the north to Mitchell, Yankton and Sioux 
Falls on the south. 
In the extrem e north of 
the Territory the great staple is wheat, as you 
know, and it is there that the big fatmfc of 
Dallyrumple and' others Are Ideated. 
These 
big farms are not A blessing. 
There is no so 
elal life. 
Home markets and large cities, as 
every Eastern farmer knows, arr what make 
prosperity and good price* for land and 
products from the farrui. 
About equally dis­ 
tant from this point Arc W atertown, Huron, 
Mitchell ami b lo u t Falls. 
These are coming 
cities, growing faster in population than 
towns of like size in the East. 
They are pro 
vided with electric lighls, water systems, tel 
ephones, and in some easels street cars, etc. 
I hose muke local hmrkets for this farming 
section, and local markets mean the raising 
at a profit of nllkindsof ‘small truck’—some­ 
thing else besides wheat.”

well, and near here is owned a flock that has 
taken premiums at fairs in Illinois, Minna 
sota and Iowa " 
“ There lieing no land grauts 
in this 
County, the country isowned by farmers who 
own from one-quarter to three quarters of a 
section each. W here people took originally a 
tree claim, homestead and pre emption, one 
or the other can Is* bought at a moderate cost. 
In other parts of the Territory when a rail­ 
road owns any other section of land for Ave 
miles on each side of a railroad track the 
farmers are bani up for neighbors, for the 
railroad makes no effort to sell, being well 
enough satisfied with the prospective increase 
iu the value of their lands.”

OUT IN SOUTHERN DAKOTA. 


POINTS 
FOR 
FARMERS 
HAVING 
A 
WEATHER EYE TOWARD THE WESTt 


•Tourneys from nism aVl-k to Sioux F a lls and 
T lie Stnpltj Crops One Can See G row ing— 


L arge Farm s N ot a B le ssin g —D iversified 
L a n d sca p e—In d u stries, E tc. 


A number of correspondents in Ulster 
County hnVe wnde inquiries lateiy about Da­ 
kota. 
Augustus N. Eddy, of Lake Preston, 
Kingsbury County, Soutíi-Dakota, writes to 
Tftk F r e e m a n as follows : 
“ In an old settled country like the East, 
where there Are old farmers, and where there 
are farmers’ sons, who arc easting a weather 
eye toward the West, news from a section 
like that of South-Dakota, wliero the en­ 
grossing industry of the people is faimirtg, 
ennuot fail to possess some Interest. 
I have 
traveled all over the Territory of Dakota 
from Bismarck, Jamestown and Devil’s Lake 
on the north to Mitchell. Yankton and Sioux 
Falls on the south. 
In the extreme north of 
the Territory the great staple is wheat, as you 
know, and it is there that the big farms of 
Dallyrumple and' others fire Ideated. 
These 
big farms are not ft blessing. 
There is no so­ 
cial life. 
Home m arkets and large cities, as 
every Eastern farmer knows, are what make 
prosperity and good prices for land and 
products from the farrrn. 
About equally dis­ 
tant from this point arc W atertown, Huron, 
Mitchell and Sioux Falls. 
These are coming 
cities, growing faster in population than 
towns of like size in the East. 
They are pro­ 
vided with electric lights, water systems, tel­ 
ephones, and in some cases street cars, etc. 
These inuke local luarkets for this farming 
section, and local markets mean the raising 
at a profit of all kinds of ‘small truck’—some­ 
thing else besides wheat.” 
“ In this County the crops are wheat-, eofn, 
oats, flat, rye, potatoes, onions-, betita, etc. 
The size of the potatoes and hecta I will not 
attempt to give, leaving that to be reported 
by those whose good fortune may direct them 
hitherward. 
The quality of wheat produced 
here is not excelled in the country anywhere, 
and is eagerly bought by millers, bringing at 
the elevator here last fall $1.10 a bushel.” 
“ There are in this County four lakes, cov­ 
ering about 24 square miles of territory. 
They diversify and beautify the laudscape, 
and as they are surrounded by farm s one 
may know what fine farms they arc with a 
water front for cattle.” 
“ The horse and cattle interests here are 
large. 
There are owned in this town alone 
some half-dozen or more of fine Clyde, Shire 
and French Norman horses; aud the grade 
of hoises is rapidly improving all the time. 
An Eastern man would be surprised to see 
bow many fine, large teams will make their 
apocnrance on the streets driven by farmers. 
All this means wealth and prosperity, for 
the market for fine, big draft horses is al­ 
ways a good one, and they bring Cash and 
find ready buyers in all Our large towns and 
cities.” 
“ This County is one of a tier of couu- 
ties 
west 
of the Minnesota 
State 
line, 
and is south of the latitude of St. Paul, 
Minn. 
Much attention is being paid to the 
raisiug of corn and it is a sure and profitable 
crop. 
Therefore the cattle and horse inter­ 
ests are bound to prosper. 
In the meadow 
lauds are found mo?t excellent hay. much of 
which is baled and shipped East. 
Sheep do 
well, and near here is owned a flock that has 
taken premiums at fairs in Illinois, Minne­ 
sota and Iowa.” 
There being no land grauts in this 
County, the country isowned by farmers who 
own from one-quarter to three quarters of a 
section each. W here people took originally a 
tree claim, homestead and pre-emption, one 
or the other can lie bought at a moderate cost. 
In other parts of the Territory when a rail­ 
road owns any other section of land for five 
miles on each side of a railroad track the 
farmers are hard up for neighbors, for the 
railroad makes no effort to sell, being well 
enough satisfied with the prospective increase 
in the value of their lands.” 
“ Here iu Lake Preston there are six grain 
warehouses, stores, schools, hotels, churches, 
hanks, etc.. and in the rural districts will be 
found public schools, closer together and 
more of them than in many of the older 
States.” 
“ Any of you people who are looking to­ 
ward the West—as all Eastern people are in­ 
clined to do— will find here a country smooth 
nd rolling, a diversified landscape of land 
and water, a climate unequalled for health 
and sunshine, and if they come out here will 
find a warm welcome by hospitable people 
who came from the East. 
The Farm ers’ 
Bank of South Dakota, located here, which 
is a sort of bureau of information, or any of 
our people will be very glad to furnish infor­ 
mation regarding crops, people, transporta­ 
tion, lauds, etc.”

The no vice in angling will find that the 
mo st satisfacto ry manner o f so jo urning in the 
wo o ds is camping o ut. 
The party sho uld, o f 
co urse, be co mpo sed o f co ngenial spirits. 
A 
crank o r a fault finder will spo il the pleasure 
o f any camp. 
There are several advantages 
in camping o ut. 
Fishermen are alway s in 
the vicinity o f the stream. 
They are inde­ 
pendent. 
If they find the fishing no t go o d in 
o ne place they can pick up their traps and 
mo ve elsewhere. 
It is 
eco no mical. 
The 
angler is saved a tireso me, disagreeable walk 
to reach the fishing gro und. 
On a ho t mo rn­ 
ing a lo ng walk will take away much o f the 
pleasure o f tro uting. 
The l>est tro ut fishing 
is in the mo rning and evening. 
Tho se who 
camp alo ng the stream can fish at tln ir 
leisure when o thers have returned to ttieir 
bo arding ho uses. 
The camper o ut is never 
hurried. 
When he rises early in the mo rning 
he can take a hath in the co o l waters and then 
test his skill at angling to furnish fish fo r 
breakfast. 
It is an admitted fact that tro ut 
o nly have that delicio us taste and delicate fla­ 
vo r that epicures rave o ver when ro o ked fresh 
fro m the stream. 
There is an lrresistable 
fascinatio n al>o ut camping o ut. 
It takes a 
stro ng ho ld o f a man. 
He has a lo nging f< 
it ever afterwards. 
He realizes why gy psie 
arc fo nd o f their no madic life. 
If the party 
be co ngenial there can be hut o ne drawback 
and that is rain. Sto rms are no t pleasant, but 
if the tent be a go o d o ne it is po ssible to have 
enjo y ment. 
In camping o ut the amateu 
fisherman sho uld no t make the mistake o f 
suppo sing that its principal charm lies in 
ro ughing it and that he will Deed no co mfo rts 
in the wo o ds. 
That makes go o d reading 
a bo o k, but the reality lias been fo und o ther 
wise. 
Co mfo rts are mo re appreciated in the 
wo o ds, it might l>e said, than at ho me. 
A 
impo rtant pari o f the o utfit is a go o d tent 
A ho use o f bo ughs with a hark ro o f can he 
erected in the wo o ds and with branches o f 
balsam, pine and cedar spread 
upo n the 
gro und and heaped up fo r beds in the co rners 
it will have a delightful scent o f the wo o d 
abo ut it, and if a sto rm do t's no t co me, th 
fisherman may lead a delightful life.

he never kno ws when it is go ing to rain 
Sho wers

when 
least 
expected 
and 
when 
it 
rains 
in

Mo untains it means business. 
There can 
be 
no thing mo re 
disagreeable 
than

Take alo ng a go o d tent. 
If y o u can affo rd 
it, take two —o ne in which to co o k, the o llu 
in which to sleep. 
Camp co ts are also handy 
and tho ugh they may no t lie ro mantic, they 
are co mfo rtable. 
They are light and do no t 
increase the lo ad very much. 
Do no t be 
sparing o f y o ur blankets. 
It is rarely warm 
in the wo o ds in the mo untains at night. Take 
big flannel blankets by all means. 
Ruhla 
co ats will he fo und a necessity . There sho uld 
be a sufficiency o f plain flo o d, co ffee 
abundance, and an o il sto ve with a liberal 
supply o f o il will be fo und the best fo r co o k 
ing purpo ses.

A perso n wo uld hardly 
realize that he was enjo y ing a camp witho ut 
a big fire at the tent do o r.

which men s brains teem at times. 
When 
co mes to ro o king, ho wever, there is no thing 
equai to a sto ve. 
Co o king is practical. 
It is

lanterns will be fo und useful— to go in tl: 
wo o ds with at ninlit when necessary and also 
to read by .

with go o d drainage. 
There is danger o f 
lightning if to o near trees, and during a vio 
lent sto rm the streams rise so fast and so 
high a flo o d may co me and carry away y o u 
tent. 
If y o u can make y o ur camping gro und 
where the sun shines a po rtio n o f the day 
all 
the 
better. 
Sunshine, 
after 
being 
alo ng a dark stream fishing, makes cam[ 
life mo re cheerful. 
With tents placed upo u 
a kno ll in the midst o f rich ferns, mo unlain 
grasses, near mo « sy ro cks, with the wind 
play ing aio lian mufic thro ugh the fo rest, 
mingled with the music o f the waters o f the 
mo untain stream as it co urses sw ifily by ; at 
night the camp fire, with its wierd beauty 
the flickering o f the flames lighting up the 
dark shado ws, and drawing wo nderful and 
fantastic pictures, there will fie so mething 
that will lo ng dwell pleasantly in memo ry 
when y o u go back to the cares o f the o ffice, 
co unting ro o m o r wo rk sho p. 
The next stream to the Beavo rkill- -describ 
cd in a fo rmer article in T h e F r e e m a n —is the 
Sto nv Clo ve Creek, kno wn to o ld fishermen 
as Barber’s Hushkill. 
It has its so urce in 
the Sto ny Clo ve No tch, and is a picturesque 
feature o f the valley . 
It rises in a deep aby ss 
in th« mo untains. 
It is as tho ugh there had 
been a terrific co nvulsio n o f nature and the 
huge ro ck cleft in twain. 
Fro m ibis the wa­ 
ter gushes fo rth icy co ld, fo r there is ice at 
all times o f the y ear aro und it. 
The mo iin 
tains to wer abo ve tho usands o f feet. 
No ble 
fo rest trees lo o k do wn upo n the liny bro o k 
as 
it go es 
gurgling 
o ver 
the 
mo ss- 
co vered 
ro cks, 
until 
swelled 
by 
o ther 
mo untain streams it increases in vo lume 
and finally empties into the Eso pus at Phne 
nicia. 
Fo r the greater po rtio n o f its length 
the Sto ny Clo ve Railro ad track has been laid 
alo ng its co urse hundreds o f feet abo ve it. 
Mo untain to urists and summer ho arders lo o k 
fro m the windo ws o f tiie cars do wn steep 
mo untain sides into dark ravines and see its 
clear, sparkling water, dashing o ver the 
bo ulders, laving the ro o ts o f majestic trees 
and upo n small stretches o f tableland fo rm­ 
ing itself into deep po o ls filled with beautiful 
tro ut. 
The stream has beeu no ted as a tro ut 
stream 
fo r 
o ver 
50 
y ears. 
It 
was 
a 
celebrated 
reso rt 
fo r 
New-Yo rk 
City 
peo ple 
who 
visited 
the 
Catskills 
lo ng befo re 
men 
even dreamed 
that it 
were po ssible to lay a railro ad track o ver the 
high mo uuthin to ps and pierce the center o f 
that delightful regio n in the vicinity o f Hun­ 
ter. 
Then the fashio nable ro ute was by way 
o f Catskill Tillage, wearily clitnbio ^ the 
mo untains o n stage co aches to the vicinity o f 
the Laurel Ho use and fro m thence thro ugh 
the Clo ve fro m the no rtherly side. 
One 
writer many y ears ago wro te: 
The principal place« fo r tro u t Ashing in the m o un­ 
tain« are S to ny Clove and W arner’s Kill. A few 
S 
ear« since to m e yo ung friends o f the autho r caught 
1 Sto ny Clove 1,600 tro u t in a Ashing excursio n 
there of a few day« , 60 of the largest of w hich 
w eighed 8 0 po unds. 
More recently tw o o f the sam e 
S 
rty cau ght 7 00 tro u t in W arner’s Kill in a single 
y. 
[The W arner’s Kill i* a branch o f a po rtion of 
the Stony Clove.] This Kill o r Creek is reached by 
passing tho ugh the Sto ny Clove to near its so uthern 
extrem ity and then turning to the le ft up the Kill 
and its brand ies which flow thro ugh a loDg, winding 
ravine leading to the so uth-east to w ard the eastern 
fro nt o f the m o untains. 
The autho r also refers to "fearful chasms,” 
“ dark raviDes,” “ picturesque places where 
the Clo ve retains its native luxuriance and 
wildness,” "go rges, where the ro cks are 
hundreds 
o f 
feet 
in height;” "co lo ssal 
mo untain walla, to wering high in air gro an­ 
ing with all their m ighty strength beneath 
the weight o f their dense fo rests; ” " po o ls at 
the fo o t o f cascades with o verhanging ro cks 
and lo fty ttees, m eetine abo ve, giving the 
clear waters a deep 
green hue.” 
He might 
well g ive this part o f the Catskill Mo untains 
the precedence o f all mo untain scenery in its 
rugged 
grandeur 
and 
wild 
and 
wideiy 
varied 
magnificence 
and 
beauty . 
The 
Sto ny Clo ve is a 
pass 


between two majestic mo untains, o ne rising 
4,040 ftct abo ve sea level and the o ther 3,844 
feet. 
It is by far the co o lest plate In the 
Catskills duiing the summet mo nths.. So me 
po rtio ns o f it are swept by ice-co ld breezes. 
Tho se who travel o n the Sto ny Clo ve Rail­ 
ro ad o n an August day , when peo ple here are 
suffering with mercury in thermo meters in­ 
dicating o ver 90 degrees in the shade, will 
find the temperature o f this air, as it co mes 
to them thro ugh the windo w s o f the co aches, 
o ftentimestbat o f a co o l spring day . 
If they 
sho uld alight fro m the co ach and climb 
do wn into One df its great ravines, 
they 
wo uld 
find 
the 
mercury 
quickly 
dro p 
to 50 and even lo wer. 
This stream do es no t 
ran its full leDgth thro ugh go rges and ra­ 
vines. 
Tbis is o nly its descriptio n to within 
a few miles o f its so urce. 
The air is no t 
quite so chilly o n o ther po rtio ns. It has lo ng 
stretches o f mo st delightful tro ut fishing. 
The fly can be thro wn with success. 
It has 
all the l» eauties o f the o rdinary tro ut stream. 
No twithstanding its easy access no w to the 
fishing gro und by way o f the railro ad, tro ut 
abo und in its waters. 
There is go o d fishing 
either with the fly o r with bait. 
The best 
way to reach the stream is to go to Pho enicia 
o n the Ulster & Delaware Railro ad, then by 
way o f the Sto ny Clo ve to so me po int alo ng 
the stream, leave the cars and fish do w n the 
stream. 
Fo r camping o ut piaces there are 
few mo re beautiful lo catio ns. 
Artists have 
drawn fro m it inspiratio n which have bro ught 
fo rth beautiful mo untain pictures. 
The fo l­ 
lo wing is appro priate to this place : 
Down tn the glen, w here the w aters fall, 
So ark ling over the ro ck y wall. 
With its Jrippin? moss and lichens gray, 
And bushes wet with the glittering spray; 
W hen' the jealo us trees shut out the sun, 
That they may enjo y the wild beauty alone: 
I stretched me at ease by the fo untain-* side. 
And dipped my cup in the bubbling tide. 
Here is a graphic descriptio n o f camping 
o ut in this vicinity in an impro vised hut: 
Evening now closed aro und us. The red flame 
shot up its long tongue w ith a loud crack ling, when 
the gum m y foliage of the evergreen Or w as spo rt 
Ively thro w n upon the fire, and the sm ok e rolled 
aw ay in luminous billows o ver the tree-tops, w aving 
to and fro in the fresh night breeie, and shining in 
the pale, green light 
The heavens, even in their 
starry blue, seemed aw fully dark , im m easurably 
deep. The trees near us s to xl o ut in stro ng relief 
fro m the bro ad gloom o f the great m o untain fo rest, 
and o ur house of boughs, all glowing w ith a flood o f 
light, except in its dark recesses, presented a scene 
of singular beauty. 
W ithin. recliuing fo rm s w ere 
dim ly seen; while In fro nt, figures in gro tesque co s­ 
tum es of shawi and blank '-t. both sitting and stand ­ 
ing. caught the vivid brightness on their faces 
and vestm ents. 
Every 
light 
was clear, every 
shado w , mingled with the darlrnsss of the surro und­ 
ing woods, giving a unity o f effect that does not ex­ 
ist by day. 
Every form thus united w ith the great 
shadow of the wilderness becam e, w ith trees and 
gross, part of the m o unlain top. Then cam e the 
bourn o f repose. One by o ne we sank down upon 
the fragrant branches of fir. the ladies in the m ore 
retired j>art, the gentlem en on the o uter edge of the 
Itough tent—one in a shaw l o r cloak , ano ther in his 
blank et, and 1 in my brown m o nk 's dress. The 
w eary sleepers breathed heavily ; the breeie at one 
tim e so ftly whispered o verhead, at ano ther rushing 
thro ugh the fo rest tops w ith a fitful, melancholy 
ro ar: now afar off lik e the sea surf, and now m ak ing 
the branches swing abo ut in the dim light o f o ur de­ 
clining fire.

The fo llo wing paragraph is fro m 
B ur­ 
ro ughs, who is alway s delightfully interest­ 
ing: 
We floored it w ith balsam bough*, hung its walls 
with o ur ’’ traps ’’ and sent the sm ok e curling again 
from its disuspd chim ney. 
The m ost m usical and 
startling sound we beard in the woods greeted o ur 
ears tha t evening abo ut sunuow n as we sat od a log 
in fro nt of o ur quarters, the so und of slow, m easured 
po unding in the valley below us. We did not k now 
how near we were to hum an habitatio ns, and the re 
po rt of the lum berm an’s m allet, lik e the ham m ering 
of a great woodpeck er, w as m usic to th# ear and 
news to the mind. The air w as s'ill and dense, and 
the silence such as alone bro o ds over these little 
openings in the prim itive woods. My soldier com 
panion started as if he had heard a signal gun. The 
sound, com ing so far thro ugh the fo rest, sweeping 
o ver tho se great w ind-harps 
of 
trees, becam e 
wild 
and 
legendary, 
tho ugh 
probably m ade 
by a lum berm an driving a wedge, or w ork ing 
abo ut his mill. We expected a frienuly visit from 
po rcupines that night as we saw w here they had 
freshly gnaw ed Sail abo ut us; her.ee, when a red 
squirrel cam e and look ed in upon us very early in 
the m o rning and aw ok e us by his snick ering and 
giggling, my com rade cried o ut: “ There is yo ur 
po rcupine.’’ How the frisk ing red rogue se>-med to 
enjo y what he had fo und. 
H e look ed in at the door 
and snick ered, then in at the window, then Deck ed 
dow n from between the rafters and cachinnated till 
his sides m ust have ached; then struck an attitude 
upo n the chim ney and fairly squealed with m irth 
and ridicule. In fact he grew so o bstrepero us and 
so disturtied o ur repose tha t we had to 'Vhoo’’ him 
aw ay with one of o ur boots. 
He declared m ost 
plainly tha t he had never befo re seen so prepo ster 
o hs a figure as we cut lying there in the co rner of 
tha t shanty.

Last fall a branch was o rganized in this City , 
aud to date has no t o nly pro ved a benefit to 
the members and a help to the asso ciate

The main idea o f the Girls’ Friendly So ­ 
ciety is to bring to gether wo rking girls nhd 
wo men aud the asso ciates 011 a truly friendly 
basis. 
Any o ne belo nging to a branch o f this 
so ciety is admitted to any o ther branch in any 
state o r co untry where the so ciety exists, a 
member’s card being the passpo rt. 
Fo r in­ 
stance. sho uld a member o f the branch here 
wish to seek emplo y ment elsewhere and were 
she go ing to a strange place, upo n presenting 
her card she wo uld t>e received into the so ci­ 
ety o f that place, the asso ciate* do ing all in 
their po wer to find her a suitable ho me and 
emplo y ment. 
Thus it will be seeff that this 
o rganizatio n ¡9 no t o nly a benefit but a great 
pro tectio n to any o ne belo nging to it. 
There are three central rules that are re­ 
quired o f bo th members and asso ciates: 
F irst-A sso ciates to be 
co m m unicants of the 
C hurch [no such restrictio n being made as to m em ­ 
bers]. and the organisatio n of the societies to follow 
as m uch a* possible tha t of the Church, being Dio- 
oesian and Parochial. 
Second—Associates and m em bers to co ntribute 
annually to the funds, the fo rm er at the rate of not 
leas than flee cents a month, and the la tte r of not 
loss than one cent a week . 
T hird—No girl who has not bo rne a virtuo us char­ 
acter to be adm itted as a niemb*r; such character 
bsing lost the m em ber to forfeit her card. 
The Friendly So ciety is no t a charity ; it is 
self-suppo rting. 
Amo ng the members are 
many bright, intelligent, attractive girls. A1 
ready there are so me firm friendships existing 
between the members and asso ciates. During 
the winter mo uths the branch here has held 
meetings o nce a week in the City Hall, where 
it has taken the fo rm,in a measure,o f an even- 
iag scho o l, there being classes in mustc,paint 
ing. steno graphy , elo cutio n, knitting and em­ 
bro idery . 
During Lent the classes were dis­ 
co ntinued. and 
bo th girls and asso ciates 
wo rked with a will fo r the Industrial Ho me, 
making clo thing fo r the little o nes o f that in­ 
stitutio n.

The Rev. Dr. T. T. Munger, o f New- 
Haven, Co nn., who is perhaps the best kno wn 
Co ngregatio nal preacher in New-EDgland, 
lias written in the J une Fo rum a defense o f 
missio ns against the very co mmo n utilitarian 
argument that the missio nary ’s task is an im­ 
po ssible o ne. 
Dr. Munger maintains that 
the numlier o f co nverts and churches bears 
but the slightest relatio n to the success o f a 
missio nary . 
“ He go es to a natio n with a 
Bible in o ne hand and a catechism in the 
o ther—a simple and pathetic figure, but the 
catechism is fo rgo tteD and the 
Bible has 
gro wn into a charter o f freedo m and true 
natio nal life.” The great po wer o f the mis 
sio nary lies in the fact that the gro wth o f 
civilizatio n has no t been “ thro ugh the spread 
o f the arts but o f ideas, and the chief agents 
have Iteen living men with empty hands but 
believing hearts. 
At the so urces o f the civ 
ilizatio n o f every natio n in Euro pe lie the 
names o f individual men who were unversed 
in a kno wledge o f the arts o f their day , but 
carried o nly the seed-whcat o f spiritual fact 
and mo ral ideas.” 
The task o f the missio n­ 
ary to the East is to start tho se natio ns again 
o n that career o f endless pro gress which is 
the prero gative o f man, and which differeu 
tiates him fro m the lo wer creatio n; aud this 
he thinks can be do ne by the Christian mis 
sio nary 
better than 
thro ugh 
any 
o ther 
agency . 
“ One missio nary will do mo re to 
start the living current o f civilizatio n than 
all the delegatio ns, simply because he begins 
farther back in his teachiug and awakens 
co nscience, and the sense o f selfho o d, and o f 
the dignity o f human Dature. 
The life o f 
natio ns, as o f man, is fro m within o utward.” 
J o seph J efferso n sho ws the characteristic 
o f many o ther geniuses in being dissatisfied 
with the reward which fame has given him. 
It is kno wn that Geo rge Elio t desired abo ve 
all things to he a po et; Go ethe entrusted his 
reputatio n to his scientific disco veries; Charles 
Rcade was pro udest o f his dramatic wo rks, 
aud Frederick the Great wo uld have sacri­ 
ficed all his military reputatio n to have been 
the autho r o f an ephemeral no vel. 
In the 
J une number o f the Co smo p o lita n 
William 
Ho sea Ballo u, describing a visit to J o seph 
J efferso n,(in Lo uisianian Arcadia, depicts the 
imperso nato r o f “ Rip” in nis studio , and 
mentio ns that the great acto r regrets that he 
did no t devo te his talents to painting, to 
which art all his leisure, amo unting to six 
mo nths o f the y ear, is given. 
It is certain, 
ho wever, that such a feeling is pardo nable to 
o ne o f artistic instinct, who is surro unded by 
the go rgeo us bay o u scenery which enclo ses 
his ho me. 
Pro fesso r C. F. Brackett, o f Princeto n Co l 
lege, in the intro ducto ry paper to the series 
o n Electricity , which begins in the J une 
Scrib ner, say s: “ Electrical pheno mena have 
no w co me to be such impo rtant facto rs in the 
daily administratio n o f human affairs that the 
age in which we are living may . with a cer­ 
tain pro priety , be called the age o f electricity , 
just as fo rmer o nes have been called, respec­ 
tively , the ages o f slo ue, bro nze and iro n.

Many fishermen arc having a nm of good 
luck catching trout in streams in the Catskill 
Mountains. 
The novice in angling will find that the 
most satisfactory manner of sojourning in the 
woods is camping out. 
The I'arty should, of 
course, be cornix,sod of congenial spirits. 
A 
crank or a fault finder will sjx)il the pleasure 
of any camp. 
There are several advantages 
la camping out. 
Fishermen are always in 
the vicinity of the stream. 
They are inde 
pendent, 
lf they find the fishing not good in 
one place they can pick up their traps and 
move elsewhere. 
It is economical. 
The 
angler is saved a tiresome, disagreeable walk 
to reach the fishing ground. 
On a hot morn 
ins? a long walk will take away much of the 
pleasure of trouting. 
The liest trout fishing 
is in the morning and evening. 
Those whc 
camp along the stream can fish at their 
leisure when others have returned to their 
boarding houses. 
The camper out is never 
hurried. When he rises early in the morning 
he can lake a balli in the coif waters and then 
test his skill at angling to furnish fish for 
breakfast. 
It is an admitted fact that trout 
only have that delicious taste and delicate fla­ 
vor that epicures rave over when cooked fresh 
from the stream. 
There is nu trresistaMe 
fascination alxmt camping out. 
it takes a 
strong hold of a 'nan. 
Ile has a longing for 
it ever afterwards.

The neat stream to the ileuvcrkill -deecnb- 
cd in a former article in T h e Fkkkm a x - is the 
Stony Clove Creek, known to old fishermen 
as Barbel's Bushkill. 
It has its source in 
the Stony Clove Notch, and is a picturesque 
feature of the valley. 
It rises in a deep abys* 
in lbs mountains. 
It is as though there had 
been a terrific convulsion of nature and lite 
huge rook cleft in twain. 
From this the ira­ 
ter gushes forth icy cold, for there is ic-e at 
all times of the year around it. 
The moun­ 
tains tower al»ve thousands of feet. 
Noble 
forest trees look down upon the liny brook 
as it goos 
gurgling 
over 
the 
rn Oss­ 
eo verrd 
rocks, 
until 
swelled 
by other 
mountain streams it increases in volume 
and finally empties into the Esopus at Phce- 
nlcia. 
For the greater portion of its length 
the (Bony Clove Railroad track has been laid 
along Its course hundreds of feet aliove it. 
Mountain tourists and summer boarders lcxik 
from the windows of the cars down steep 
mountain sides into dark ravines and see it* 
clear, sparkliug water, dashing over the 
boulders, laving the roots of majestic trees 
and upon small stretches of tableland form 
ing itself into deep pool* filled with beautiful 
trout. 
The stream has liceu noted as a trout 
stream 
for 
over 50 year*. 
It 
was a 
celebrated 
resort 
for 
New-York 
City 
people 
who 
visited 
the 
Catskills 
long before men even dreamed 
that it 
were possible to lay a railroad track over the 
high mountain top* and pierce the center of 
that delightful region in the vicinity of Hun­ 
ter. 
Then the fashionable route was by wav 
of Catskill village, wearily climbing the 
mountains on stage coaches to the vicinity of 
the Laurel House and from thence through 
the Clove from the northerly aide. 
One 
writer many years ago wrote: 
The principal placet for trout Ashine in the moun­ 
tains are Stony Clove aud Warner's Kill. A few 
year* since rome young frKu<U of the author caught 
la Stony dove I, ft IO trout in a fishing ezcurak 
there of a few days, SO of the largest of which 
weighed IO pound* 
More recently two of the same 
party caught TOO trout in Warner's KUI in a sing I* 


between two majestic riountains, one rising 
4,040 fret shove sea level and the other 3-.S44 
feet. 
It is by far the coolest pitter in the 
Catskills during the siimmeir months. 
Some 
tort ions of it are swept by ice-cold breeze*. 
Those who travel ob the Stony Clove Rail­ 
road on an August day, wheD people here are 
suffering with mercury in thermometers in­ 
dicating over 90 degrees in the •hr.dt'. will 
find the temperature of this air, as it comes 
to them through the window s of the coaches, 
oftentimi-sthat of a cool spring day. 
If they 
should alight from the coach and climb 
down into one Of its great ravines, they 
would 
find 
the mercury quickly drop 
to 50 and even lower. 
This stream does not 
run it* full length through gorges and ra­ 
vines. 
This is only it* description to within 
a few miles of ils source. 
The air is not 
quite so chilly on other portions. It bas long 
stretches of most delightful trout fishing. 
The fly eau be thrown with success. 
It has 
all the Ix-aulies of the ordinary trout stream. 
Nolwithsianding its easy access now to the 
fishing ground by way of the railroad, trout 
abound in ils waters. 
There is good fishing 
either with the fly or with bait. 
The best 
way to reach the stream is to go lo Phoenicia 
on the Ulster A Delaware Railroad, then by 
way of the Stony (’loveto some point along 
the stream, trave the cars and fi-h dow n the 
stream. 
For camping out places there are 
few more beautiful locations. 
Artists have 
drawn from it inspiration which have brought 
forth beautiful mountain pictures. 
The fol­ 
lowing is appropriate to this place : 
Down In the glen, where the water* fall, 
Sparkling ovvr the rocky wall. 
W lib it* tirippin? nuw* and lichens (Tray, 
And bushes wet with the glittering spray: 
ll here the jealous trees shut out the sun. 
That ihey may enjoy the wild Ix-auty alone: 
I stretched me at ease bv the fountain'* side. 
And dipped toy cup in the bubbling tide. 
Here is a graphic description of camping 
out in this vicinity in nu improvised hut: 
Evening now closed around u*. The red flame 
shot up it* long tong"" with a loud crackling, when 
the gummy f- tinge of the evergreen fir w a* sport 
I rely thrown upon the fire, and the smoke rolled 
away in luminous billow* over the tree-top*, waving 
to aud fro in the fresh night breese, and shining in 
the istle, green light 
The lixavenx. even in their 
•tarry blue, seemed awfully dane. immeasurably 
deep 
Tile (revs near us stood out In strong relief 
from the broad gloom of the great mountain forest, 
and our bouw or bough*, all glowing with a flood of 
light, excel* in it* dark M M M . presented a scene 
of singular beauty 
Within. reclining forms were 
dimly st-eD; while In front, figures in grotesque cos 
tum et of sbawi and blanket. both sitting and stand 
Ing. caught the vivid brightness on their face* 
and vestments. 
Every light wa* clear, every 
shadow, ming led with the darkness of the surround 
log woods, giving a unity of effect that doe* not ex 
lit by day. Every form thus jotted wi'h the great 
shadow of the wilderness became, with trees and 
grnss, part of the mountain top 
Then came the 
bour* of repose. One by one we sank down ti 
the fragrant branches of fir. th- ladies In the n 
retired jarl. the gentlemen on the outer edge of the 
lough tent—one in a shawl or cloak, another in bis 
blanket, and I in my brown monk'* dress. Tile 
weary sleeper* breathed h-avilv: the breeie at one 
time softly whispered overhead, at another rushing 
through toe forest top* with a fitful, melancholy 
roar: now afaroff like the sea surf, and now making 
the branches -wing about in the dim light of our de 
-lining fire. Solemn, awful midnight ! A thousand 
fancies came thronging on my mind. 
When the 
gray daw n broke in mildly a acinary robin on the 
meuntain side Ix-low us wa* warbling hi* morning 
hymn. 
Tilt* following paragraph i« from 
Bur 
rough*, who la alway* delightfully interest 
lag: 
We floored it with balsam boughs, bung its wall* 
with our “ trail* *' and sent the .moke curling again 
from its disused chimney. The uciat muskrat arni 
startling Hound we heard in the wood* greeted our 
ear* that evening about — MOWft* we sat ,>u a leg 
lo front of our quar'era. the sound of slow, measured 
E-anding in the valley below tis. We did not know 
-w near we were to human habitations, and the re 
|>>rt of tho lumberman's mallet, like the hamnierini 
t i great woodpecker, svaa music lo the earaci 
aew* to the mind. The air wa* s ill and dense, and 
the silence such as alone broods over thew little 
opening* in the primitive woods. My soldier com 
tenner started aa if he had hocrd a signal run 
Tbe 
sound. coming so far through the forest, sweeping 
over those great wind ti.-irje* 
of trees, became 
wild and 
legendary, 
though 
probably made 
bv a lumberman driving a wedge, or working 
about his mill. We expected a frienoly visit from 
porcupines that night, as we saw where they bcd 
freshly gnu Med gill about us; beroe, when a red 
squirrel cams and looked In u|*on us very early in 
tie -morning and awoke us by bis snickering and 
giggling, my contrada m od out: "There is your 
porcupine" How the frisking red rogue are moi I to 
enjoy what be bad found. Ile looked in at the door 
arid snickered, then in at the window, then peeked 
down from between the rafters and cachinnated till 
hi* sides must have ached; then struck an attitude 
upon the eliiinney and fairly squealed with mirth 
and ridicule 
In fact he grew so obstre|e-rous and

F irst- Am--elate* to be comniuDicaots of the 
Church |no such restriction boing made ss to mem­ 
ber*!. an* the organisation cf the hoc!, tie* to follow 
a.* much a- possible that of the Church, being bio- 
oesian and Parochial. 
Second— Associate* and members to contribute 
annually lo the funds, the former st tho rate of not 
less than fire cents a month, and the latter of not 
leas than one cent a week. 
Third-N o girl who ha* not bom* a rirtucu* char­ 
acter to be admitted as a moulter; such character 
baiug lost the member to forfeit her card. 
The Friendly Society i« not a charity; it is 
self-supporting.

DlaoatUfli-d W i th T h v t r K e w a r d s - K l v c t r t c a l 
r h t n i iii ii- n a - P a w e r ol t h e 3H » » lo o arv 
The Rev. Dr. T. T. Munger. of New 
Haven, Conn., w in is perhaps the brat known 
Congregational preacher in New-England, 
has written in the June Forum a defense of 
missions against the very common utilitarian 
argument that Hie missionary’s task is an im 
possible one- 
Dr. Munger maintains that 
the number of converts aud churches bears 
but the slightest relation to the sucres* of 
missionary. 
"H e goes to a nation with 
Bible in one hand and a catechism in the 
other—a simple and pathetic figure, but the 
catechism is forgotten and the 
Bride bas 
grown into a charter of freedom and true 
national life.” The great power of the mis 
sionary lies in the fact that the growth of 
civilization has not been "through the spread 
of the arts but of hh-as, and the chief agents 
have taen living men with empty hands hut 
lalieving hearts. 
At the source* of the civ 
ilization of every nation in Europe lie the 
name* of individual men who were unversed 
in a knowledge of the arts of their day, but 
carried only Hie seed w heat of spiritual fact 
and moral ideas.” The task of the mission­ 
ary to the Eu»t is to alan those nations again 
on that career of endless progress which is 
the prerogative of man, and which diffcreti 
bates him from the lower creation; and th la 
he thinks can be done by the Christian mis 
sioiiary 
tatter than through 
any other 
agency. 
" One missionary will do more to 
start the living current of civilization than 
all the delegations, simply hecauae he begins 
farther bark in his teaching aud awakens 
conscience, and the sense of selfhood, and of 
the dignity of human nature. 
The life of 
nations, us of man, is from within outward. 
Joseph Jefferson shows the characteristic 
of many other geniuses in being dissatisfied 
with the reward which fame has given him 
ll is know n that George Eliot desired above 
all things to ta a poet; Goethe entrusted bis 
reputation to his scientific discoveries; Charles 
Read* w h s proudest of his dramatic works 
aud Frederick the Great would have sued 
fired all his military reputation to have been 
the author of an ephemeral novel. 
In the 
June num tar of the Ommepolitan William 
Hoses Ballou, describing a visit to Joseph 
Jefferson,|in Louisianian Arcadia, depicts toe 
impersonator of "R ip” in his studio, and 
mentions that the great actor regrets that he 
did not devote his talents to pahitinc, to 
which art all his leisure, amounting to six 
months of the year, is given. 
It is certain 
however, that such a feeling is pardonable to 
one of artistic instinct, who is surrounded by 
the gorgeous bayou scenery which encloses 
his home.

A FISHING PLACE OF NOTE UP IN THE 
CATSKILL MOUNTAINS.

Many fishermen are having a run of good 
luck catching trout in streams in the Catskill 
Mountains. 
The novice in angling will find that the 
most satisfactory manner of sojourning in the 
woods is camping out. The party should, of 
course, be composed of congenial spirits. A 
crank or a fault finder will spoil the pleasure 
of any camp. There are several advantages 
ia camping out. Fishermen arc always in 
the vicinity of the stream. They are inde­ 
pendent. If they find the fishing not good in 
one place they can pick up their traps and 
move elsewhere. It is economical. The 
angler is saved a tiresome, disagreeable walk 
to reach the fishing ground. On a hot morn­ 
ing a long walk will take away much of the 
pleasure of trouting. The liest trout fishing 
is in the morniDg and evening. Those who 
camp along the stream can fish at tlwir 
leisure when others have returned to their 
boarding bouses. The camper out is never 
hurried. When be rises early in the morning 
he can take a bath in the cool waters and then 
test his skill at angling to furnish fish for 
breakfast. It is an admitted fact that trout 
only have that delicious ta-te and delicate fia 
vor that epicures rave over when cooked fresh 
from the stream. There is an irresistible 
fascination about camping out. It takes 
strong hold of a man. He has a longing for 
it ever afterwards. He realizes why gypsies 
are fond of their nomudic life. If the party 
be congenial there can be but one drawback 
and that is rain. Storms are uot pleasant, but 
if the lent be a good one it is possible to have 
enjoyment. In camping out the amateur 
fisherman should not make the mistake of 
supposing that its principal charm lies in 
roughing it and that he will need no comfoits 
in the woods. That makes good reading 
a book, but the reality lias been found other­ 
wise. Comforts are more appreciated in the 
woods, it might lie said, than at home. An 
important pari of the outfit is a good tent. 
A house of boughs with a bark roof can be 
erected in the woods and with brandies of 
balsam, pine and cedar spread upon the 
ground and heaped up for beds in the corners 
it will have a delightful scent of the woods 
about it, and if a storm does not come, the 
fisherman may lead a delightful life. But 
he never knows when it is going to rain 
Showers 
come when least 
expected 
and when it rains in the Catskill 
Mountains it means business. 
There can 
be nothing more disagreeable than to 
have “the house” flooded and blankets wet 
Take along a good tent. If you ran afford 
it, take two—one in which to cook, the other 
in which to sleep. Camp cots are also handy 
and though they may not l>e romantic, they 
are comfortable. They are light and do not 
increase the load very much. I)o not he 
sparing of your blankets. It is rarely warm 
in the woods in the mountains at night. Take 
big flannel blankets by all means. Rublw: 
coats will be found a necessity. There should 
be a sufficiency of plain flood, coffee 
abundance, and an oil stove with a liberal 
supply of oil will be found the best for cook 
ing purposes. A camp fire in front of 
the tent is quite necessary to keep 
away mosquitoes. A person would hardly 
realize that he was enjoying a camp without 
a big fire at the tent door. It lightens the 
gloom, it makes everything cheerful,it bring 
up all those beautiful, romantic fancies with 
which men's brains teem at times. When it 
comes to cooking, however, there is nothing 
equal to a stove. Cooking is practical. It is 
troublesome to cut wood and for that reason 
an oil stove is the lietter method. Two or three 
lanterns will be found useful—to go in tl 
woods with at night when necessary and also 
to read by. 'l ake along an abundance of 
lucifer matches in a can. A couple of shot 
guns will Ik- found handy. Remember that 
a supply of good reading material is indis 
pensable on a rainy day. For clothing 
heavy flannel shirts and drawers are 
best. 
Two flannel shirts, 
two pairs 
of drawers, 
woolen or cotton socks 
heavy fisliermau’s rublier boots with leathe 
soles, a pair of easy shoes to wear ia camp 
old trousers and a rnblrer coat and slouch hat 
If you can afford it, take some one along to 
cook. It takes away the drudgery of camp 
life. If you have no cook the members of 
the party must take turns cooking. In se 
leeting a place for the tent let it be upon an 
open space if possible and upon high ground 
with good drainage. There is danger of 
lightning if too near trees, and during a vio 
lent storm the streams rise so fast and so 
high a flood may come and carry away your 
tent. If you can make your camping ground 
where the sun shines a portion of the day 
all the better. 
Sunshine, 
after being 
along a dark stream fishing, makes camp 
life more cheerful. With tents placed upou 
a knoll in the midst of rich ferns, mountain 
grasses, near mo«sy rocks, with the wind 
playing reolian mudc through the forest, 
mingled with the music of the waters of the 
mountain stream as it courses swiftly by; at 
night the camp fire, with its wierd beauty, 
the flickering of the flames lighting up the 
dark shadows, and drawing wonderful and 
fantastic pictures, there will Ire something 
that will long dwell pleasantly iu memory 
when you go back to the cares of the olfice 
counting room or work shop. 
The next stream to the Beaverkill- -descnb 
ed in a former article in The Freeman—is the 
Btonv Clove Creek, known to old fishermen 
as Barber’s Bushkill. It has its source i 
the Stony Clove Notch, and is a picturesque 
feature of the valley. It rises in a deep abyss 
in the mountains. It is as though there had 
been a terrific convulsion of nature and the 
huge, rock cleft in twain. From this the wa 
ter gushes forth icy cold, for there is ice at 
all times of the year around it. The moun 
tains tower alrove thousands of feet. Noble 
forest trees look down upon the liny hrot 
as it goes gurgling 
over the moss- 
covered rocks, until swelled by other 
mountaiu streams it increases in volume 
and finally empties into the Esopus at Plica 
nicia. For the greater portion of its length 
the 8tony Clove Railroad track has been laid 
along its course hundreds of feet above it 
Mountain tourists and summer boarders look 
from the windows of the cars down steep 
mountain sides into dark ravines and see its 
clear, sparkling water, dashing over the 
boulders, laving the roots of majestic trees 
and upon small stretches of tableland form­ 
ing itself into deep pools filled with beautiful 
trout. The stream has beeu noted as a trout 
stream for over 50 years. It was a 
celebrated resort for New-York City 
people 
who 
visited 
the 
Catskills 
Jong before men even dreamed that it 
were possible to lay a railroad track over the 
high mouutbin tops and pierce the center of 
that delightful region in the vicinity of Hun­ 
ter. Then the fashionable route was by way 
of Catskill village, wearily climbing the 
mountains on stage coaches tb the vicinity of 
the Laurel House and from thence through 
the Clove from the northerly Bide. One 
writer many years ago wrote: 
The principal places for trout fishing in the moun­ 
tains are Stony Clove and W arner’s Kill. A few 
K 
since tome young friends of the author caught 
my Clove 1,6(J0 trout in a Ashing excursion 
there of a few days, 50 of the largest of which 
weighed 80 pounds. More recently two of the same 
party caught TOO trout in W arner’s Kill in a single 
day. [The Warner’s Kill Is a branch of a portion of 
the Stony Clove.] This Kill or Creek is reached by 
passing though the Stony Clove to near its southern 
extremity and then turning to the left up the Kill 
and Its branches which flow through a long, winding 
ravine leading to the south-east toward the eastern 
m a t of the mountains. 
The author also refers to “fearful chasms,” 
“ dark ravines," “ picturesque places where 
the Clove retains its native luxuriance and 
wildness,” “ gorges, where the rocks are 
hundreds of feet in height;” “ colossal 
mountain wails, towering high in air groan­ 
ing with all their mighty strength beneath 
the weight of their dense forests; ” “ pools at 
the foot of cascades with overhanging rocks 


between two majestic mountains, one rising 
\(M0 fret above sea level and the other 3;844 
feet. It is by far the coolest ptaTc in the 
Catskills during the snmmeir months.. Some 
rtions of it are swept by ice-cold breezes, 
hose who travel ota the Stony Clove Rail­ 
road on an AUgust day, when people here are 
suffering with mercury in thermometers in­ 
dicating over 90 degrees in the shr.dt1, wilt 
find the temperature of this air, as it comes 
to them through the windows of the coaches, 
oftentimestbat of a cool spring day. If they 
should alight from the coach and climb 
down into One df its great ravines, they 
would find the mercury quickly drop 
to 50 and even lower. This stream does not 
run its full length through gorges and ra­ 
vines. This is only its description to within 
few miles of its source. The air is not 
quite so chilly on other portions. It has long 
stretches of most delightful trout fisbiDg. 
The fly can be thrown wilh success. It has 
all the beauties of the ordinary trout stream. 
Notwithstanding its easy access now to the 
fishing ground by way of the railroad, trout 
abound in its waters. There is good fishing 
either with the fly or with bait. The best 
way to reach the stream is to go to Phoenicia 
on the Ulster & Delaware Railroad, then by 
way of the Stony Clove to some point along 
the stream, leave the ears and fish down the 
stream. For camping out places there are 
few more beautiful locations. Artists have 
drawu from it inspiration w hich have brought 
forth beautiful mountain pictures. The fol­ 
lowing is appropriate to this place : 
Down In the glen, where the waters fail, 
Sparkling over the rocky wall. 
With its drippin<; moss and lichens pray. 
And bjsbt-s wet with the glittering spray; 
Where the jealous trees shut out the sun, 
That they mav enjoy the wild beauty alone; 
I stretched uie at ease bv the fountain's side. 
And dipped my cup in the bubbling tide. 
nere is a graphic description of camping 
out in this vicinity in au improvised hut: 
Evening now closed around us. The red flame 
shot up its long tongue with a loud crackling, when 
the gummy foliage of the evergreen fir was sport 
ively thrown upon the Are, and the smoke rolled 
away in luminous billows over the tree-tops, waving 
to and fro in the fresh night breeae, and shining in 
the pale, green light. The heavens, even in their 
starry blue, seemed awfully dark, immeasurably 
deep. The trees near us stood out in strong relief 
from the broad gloom of the great mountain forest, 
and our house of boughs, all glowing with a flood of 
light, except in its dork recesses, presented a scene 
of singular beauty. Within, reclining forms were 
dimly seen; whilo in front, figures in grotesque cos­ 
tumes of sbaw iand blanket, both sitting and stand­ 
ing, caught th<* vivid brightness on their faces 
and vestments. - Every light was clear, every 
shadow, mingled with the darknsss of the surround­ 
ing woods, giving a unity of effect that does not ex 
1st by day. Every form thus united with the great 
shadow of the wilderness became, with trees and 
grass, part of the mountain top. Then came ihe 
hours of repose. One by one we sank down upon 
the fragraut branches of fir. the ladies in the more 
retired part, the gentlemen on the outer edge of the 
hough tent—one in a shawl or cloak, another in his 
blank- 
and 1 in my brown monk's dress. The 
wear.-- .,-epers breathed heavilv: the breeze at one 
time softly whispered overhead, at another rushing 
through the forest tops with a fitful, melancholy 
roar; now afar off like thesea surf, and now making 
the branches swing about in the dim light of our de­ 
clining fire. Solemn, awful miduight ! A thousand 
fancies came thronging on my mind. When the 
gray dawn broke in mildly a solitary robin on the 
mountain side below us was warbling his morning 
hymn. 
The following paragraph is from Bur­ 
roughs, who is always delightfully interest 
ing: 
We floored it with balsam bough*, bung its walls 
with our -• trap s'- and sent the smoke curling again 
from iu disused chimney. The most musical and 
startling sound we heard in the woods greetad our 
ears that evening about sunuown as we sat on a log 
in front of our quarter*, the sound of slow, measured 
pounding in the valley below us. We did not know 
how near we were to human habitations, and the re 
port of the lumberman’s mallet, like the hammerin, 
of a great woodpecker, was music to the ear ar. 
news to the mind. The air was g-fil and dense, and 
the silence such as alone broods over the*© little 
openings in the primitive woods. My soldier com 
panion started us if he had heard a signal gun. The 
sound, coming so far through the forest, sweeping 
over those great wind-harps of trees, became 
wild and legendary, though 
probably made 
by a lumberman driving a wedge, or working 
about his mill. We expected a friendly visit from 
porcupines that night as we saw where they had 
freshly gnawed tall about us; her.ee, when a red 
squirrel came and looked in upon us very early in 
the morning and awoke us by his snickering and 
giggling, my comrade cned out: "There is your 
porcupine.” Hew the frisking red rogue se-med to 
enjoy what he had found. He looked in at the door 
and snickered, then in at the window, then peeked 
down from between the rafters and cachinnated till 
his sides must have ached; then struck an attitude 
upon the chimney and fairly squealed with mirth 
and ridicule. In fact he grew so obstreperous and 
so disturlied our repose that we had to -'shoo'' him 
away with one of our boots. He declared most 
plainly that he had never before seen so preposter 
ous a figure as we cut lying there in the corner of 
that shanty. 
Articles describing other trout streams in 
the Catskills will lie published later.

Dealers here who sell adulterated goods 
should l>ear in mind that they are responsible 
for all damage even though they act in good 
faith and suppose the goods pure. This is 
accordiug to a decision of the Court of Ap­ 
peals.

This Girls’ Friendly Society#was first or­ 
ganized in Eugland in 1875 and in 1878 a 
branch was started in this country. The so­ 
ciety has grown rapidly. Branches can now 
be found in thousands of cities and villages. 
Last fall a branch was organized in this City, 
and to date has not only proved a benefit to 
the members and a help to the associate 
members but is believed to be a beginning 
of much future good. 
The main idea of the Girls’ Friendly Bo 
ciety is to bring together working girls and 
women aud the associates on a truly friendly 
basis. Any one belonging toa branch of this 
society is admitted to any other branch in any 
state or couutry where the society exists, n 
member’s card being the passport. For in­ 
stance, should a member of Ihe branch here 
wish to seek employment elsewhere and were 
she going to a strange place, upon presenting 
her card she would be leoeived into the soci­ 
ety' of that place, the associate* doing all in 
their power to find her n suitable home and 
employment. Thus it v ill be sectt that ibis 
organization is not o dIv a benefit but a great 
protection to any one belonging to it. 
There are three central rules that are re­ 
quired of both members and associates: 
First—Associates to be communicants of the 
Church [no such restriction being made as to mem 
bers], and the organization of the societies to follow 
as much a-possible that of the Church, being Dio- 
oesian and Parochial. 
Second—Associates and members to contribute 
annually to the funds, the former at the rate of not 
less than five cents a month, and the latter of not 
less than one cent a week. 
Third—No girl who has not borne a virtuous char 
acter to be admitted as a member; such character 
being lost the member to forfeit her card. 
The Friendly Society is not a charity; it is 
self-supporting. Among the members are 
many bright, intelligent, attractive girls. A1 
ready there are some firm friendships existing 
between the members and associates. During 
the winter mouths the branch here has held 
meetings once a week in the City Hall, where 
it has taken the form,in a measure,of an even 
ing school, there being classes in music,paiut 
ing. stenography, elocution, knitting andem 
broidery. During Lent the classes were dis- 
coutiuued. aDd both girls and associates 
worked with a will for the Industrial Home 
making clothing for the little ones of that in 
stitution. 
Once a month an entertainment of a music 
al or social character is given. It is proposed 
during the summer months to have several 
outings, the branches from High Falls and 
Saugerties to unite with the Kingston City 
Branch.

NOTES ABOUT CURRENT LITERATURE 
D issatisfied W ith T h eir R ew ards—E lectrical 
P h enom ena—R aw er of tlte M issionary 
The Rev. Dr. T. T. Munger, of New- 
Haven, Conn., wIpj is perhaps the best known 
Congregational preacher in New-England, 
has written in the June Forum a defense of 
missions against the very common utilitarian 
argument that the missionary’s task is an im­ 
possible one. Dr. Munger maintains that 
the numlier of converts aud churches bears 
but the slightest relation to the success of a 
missionary. “ He goes to a nation with a 
Bible iu one hand and a catechism in the 
other—a simple and pathetic figure, but tbe 
catechism is forgotten and the Bible has 
grown into a charier of freedom and true 
national life.” The great power of the mis 
sionary lies in the fact that the growth of 
civilization has not l>een “through the spread 
of the arts but of ideas, and the chief agents 
have l)een living men with empty hands but 
liclieving hearts. At the sources of the civ 
ilization of every nation in Europe lie the 
names of individual men who were unversed 
in a kuowledge of the arts of their day, but 
carried only the seed-wheat of spiritual fact 
and moral ideas.” The task of the mission­ 
ary to the East is to start those nations again 
on that career of endless progress which is 
the prerogative of man, and which difieren 
tiaies him from the lower creation; and this 
he thinks can be done by the Christian mis 
sionary lietter than through any other 
agency. “ Une missionary will do more to 
start the living current of civilization than 
all the delegations, simply because he begins 
farther back in his teaching and awakens 
coDseience, and the sense of selfhood, and of 
the dignity of human nature. The life of 
nations, as of man, is from within outward. 
Joseph Jefferson shows tbe characteristic 
of many other geniuses in being dissatisfied 
with the reward which fame has given him 
It is known that Georae Eliot desired above 
all things to be a poet; Goethe entrusted his 
reputation to his scientific discoveries; Charles 
Reade whs proudest of his dramatic works, 
aud Frederick the Great would have sacri 
ficed all his military reputation to have been 
the author of an ephemeral novel. In the 
June numlier of the Cosmopolitan William 
Hosea Ballou, describing a visit to Jose¡epi 
> tb 
Jefferson,(in Louisianian Arcadia, depicts 
impersonator of “Rip” in nis studio, and 
mentions that the great actor regrets that he 
did not devote his talents to painting, to 
which art all his leisure, amounting to six 
months of the year, is given. It is certain 
however, that such a feeling is pardonable to 
one of artistic instinct, who is surrounded by 
t he gorgeous bayou scenery which encloses 
his home. 
Professor C. F. Brackett, of Princeton Col 
lege, in the introductory paper to the series 
on Electricity, which liegins in the June 
Scribner, says: “ Electrical phenomena have 
now come to be such important factors in the 
daily administration of human affairs that the 
age in which we are living may, with a cer 
tain propriety, be called the age of electricity 
just as former ones have been called, respec 
tively, the ages of stoue. bronze and iron.
